Colonel McAndrews, who was ac-

H. Kimball, also of the general staff, 
stated that the number of soldiers 
serving in the United States has been 
reduced to the minimum needed for 
the maintenance of the military es- 
tablishment, and that discharges for 
.he next few months, at least, -would 


confined to men returning- from 


overseas. 


During February', it was said, not 


more than 160,000 overseas troops 
•would be returned for demobilization 
and not more than 200,000 would be 
returned in March.
